*s to whether the Nebraskan waa 
hit by a torpedo or a mine. 

The president himself read all 
official and unofficial dispatches 
The sttrv of the Nebraskan's 
experience is awaited with on- 
asui»l interest in view of the posi 
tive position the United S ates 
has taken on the subject of sob- 
marine warfare and the situation 
with Germany arising out of tbe 
Lusitaoia disaster. 

Should it develop tbat tbe ship 
was torpedoed without warning, 
despite the fact that no lives 
were lost, aggravating circums- 
tance* would be added to tbe al- 
ready tense aitoatioo.
